FURTHER DETAILS. 


New York, January 31.—The horri- 
ble murder and mutilation of W W. 
Simmons, in Brooklyn, causes great ex- 
citement in this neighborhood. Mrs. 
Fuchs, wife of the murderer, tells thix 
story of the butchery: 

MRS. FUCHS’ STORY. 

‘Simmons came to the house about 
nine o’clock Thursday evening, bringing 
a doll for our little girl. There was 
some brandy and beer in the house, and 
after drinking the beer, Fuchs went out 
to get three pints more. Al! of usdrank 
beer, and Simmons said he was 
ashamed to go home drunk, and so 

said he might stay and sleep 
with Fuchs, aod I would sleep 
with Ellen. We had only two rooms. 
Simmons agreed to this.” My husband 
says I slept onthe floor and that I was 
unfaithful, but I was so drunk I know 
nothing of it. My husband and child 
ut me to bed, and while they were do- 
ing sol fell on the floor and cut my 
face. WhenI got upinthe morning I 
saw the body on the floor of the kitchen 
and Fuchs, taking it by the heels, 
dragged it into the bedroom to cut it up. 
When I saw it I called out ‘we will be 
hung,’ but Fuchs ssid he would make it 
all right. I drank too much Friday and 
did not see the body cut up.” 

As the woman told this story she 
wept bitterly and saying, again and 
again, that, if she had only been sober 
the murder would not have been com- 
mitted, , 

FUCHS’ STORY. 

Andreas Fuchs, or Victor Kretze, as 
the murderer Calls himseif, says he had 
known Simmons and worked with him 
for three years, but had once had a diffi- 
culty with him, on account of which he 
left the manufactory for six months. He 
said Simmons was in the habit of visit- 
ing his wife while be was at work, and 
that about six months ago, he had de- 
tected him in criminal intercourse with 
her. He said Simmons came to his 
bouse Thursday evening, about nine 
o’alock, and, as he had some beer, both 
drank of it. Simmons then gave him 
money to buy beer and when he returned 
found his wife violating her 
marriage vow. Calling his _ step- 
child, Ellen, who was asleep on the 
bed, as a witness of her mother’s crime, 
he seized a hatchet, which lay behind 
the stove, and struck Simmons dead 
with one blow on the neck, He asserted 
that hestruck Simmons dead at one 
blow, but afterwards xccounted for the 
cuts about the neck by saying that he 
had to hack it off next morning, as it 
was entirely severed. He declared that 
he intendedto give himself up, but his 
wife persuaded himnotto do so, and 
Friday he dragged the body into the 
bed room and cut it up, packing the 
pieces away in different places until he 
could get rid of them.

A HORRIBLE SCENE. 


Officers who fir:t inspected Fuch’s 
apartments reported that there were pails 
in the kitchen and bed room containing 
meat, which they thought might ‘be 
pieces cf pickled pork. A close exami- 
nation of the premises was then made, 
and in a tool chest, under the bed was 
found a heavy, solid hammer, that bore 
bloody stains and a common hand saw 
gs eeped with blood firinged with bits of 
hair. There were also heavy hatchets, 

r axes, and these were covered with 
half obliterst-d; blood-marks. In the 
other corner, under the ccucb, 
Was a small tin pail filled 
to the brim with fragments of a human 
body, cut into pieces not more than 
three inches inlength. At the side of 
the bed was a large pine chest dyied in 
every part with biood, as though a bieed- 
ing body had been hastily jammed into 
it asinteoatemporiry receptacle. Ina 
common black leather traveling trunk 
was found another portion of the muti- 
lated body, stripsof flesh and pieces of 
skin. Inavother part of the chamber 
was a largetin washboiler nearly filled 
with portions of the man’s limbs, pieces 
of arms, hands, legs and feet. In the 
midst of these remains was the trunk of 
the body, the ribs stripped. clean of skin 
and flesh. 

The officers next examined the bed, 
and, turning up the ticking uncovered 
other fragments of a human body. Then 
they went through the kitchen, and dig- 
ging deep under the bricks of the fire- 
place, brought out many other remains 
similar to those discovered in the , bed- 
room. They gathered the bloody frag- | 
ments together and sent them to the 
morgue.
